Reacli Accord in Matter of

Moscow —IT*— One of the many 


sore spots in Japanese-Soviet-^Rus- 
sisn relations has been soothed, at 
least temporarily, by the signing of 
?n agreement regarding the annual 
auction of Siberian fishing lots. 


The agreement, which extends to 


the end of 1939, was signed yester- 
day by Foreign Commissar Maxim 
Litvinoff and the Japanese ambas- 
sador.

Johnny-Come-La(ely 


Take a glance back through his- 


tory, and you'll see that the Italian 
dictator holds a hand worth having 
—for the time being. 


Italy is a Johnny-come-lately on 


the European scene, having emerg- 
ed as a single, unified state only 
68 years ago. She was ambitious to 
play the role of a great power, but 
her first attempt was a flop. 
„ The plan was to work into Afri- 
ca from the Red sea. worm in be- 
hind the British and Turks in 
Egypt, knock off Tunis and possibly 
Tripoli, and thus carve out a port- 
age around the Suez canal That 
would give Italy a colonial empire 
in the bargain Quite an ambitious 
scheme, but Ethiopian troops nipped 
it in the bud in 1896 at Adpwa. and 
Italy retired from Africa with small 
coastal holdings on the Red sea— 
a sadder and wiser "great power." 


Next she tried to achieve suprem- 


acy in the Balkans. But Johnny- 
comc-latcly 
was still no 
great 


shakes at power 
politics. Italy's 


triple entente ally—Austria—out- 
maneuvered Rome and grabbed of* 
Balkan Bosnia and Herzegovina in 
1008. 


In 1911-1DI2. Italy turned again to 


Africa, and wrested Tripoli from the 
crumbling Turkish empire. She re- 
named it Libya 


Next, the world war. Italy at last 


became a desirable ally in the eyes j 
of other European nations. The Ital- j 
lans played the cards to the hilt and 
won the best promises from 
the 


western powers. As they understood i 
the deal, the secret treaty of Lon- j 
don in 1915 paved the way for Bal- 
kan conquest and an African coloni- j 
al cmpiro as soon as the German 


and Turkish empires were broken 
up. 


Hitler Decides 


The war over, Great 
Britain, 


France, and our own President Wil- 
son saw things differently. 
True. 


Italy won control of the Alps, to the 
north, but she got little pay dirt 
either in the Balkans or in Africa. 
That brought in internal upheavals 
—upheavals that made Mussolini the 
man he is today. So it was only na- 
tural that the fascist 
chieftain 


should .soon dream the same old 
dream that had been pestering Ital- 
ian nationalists since 1870. 


But where to start? Africa? Or the 


Balkans? 


Along came Hitler in 1933 and de- 


cided that for Signer Mussolini. 
Germany would appropriate the 
Balkans, thank you. So Africa, it 
was. The Ethiopian conquest fol- 
lowed. 


Even so, Ethiopia is little more 


than a stepping stone to African em- 
pire. France still holds the railroad 
from Djibouti, on the Red sea coast, 
to the Ethiopian capital. England 
and France control the Suez canal. 
Those are the logical 
backdoor 


routes to Ethiopia. The front door- 
Tunisia—is in French hands. 
So 


there stood Mussolini, locked out 
again 


As luck would have it. along came 


a revolt in Spain in 1936. and an of- 
fer from Hitler to make a Rome- 
Berlin axis. It was almost too good 
to be true. Mussolini joined the reb- 
els and the axis with a vengeance. 


The axis has marched all over the 


map of eastern Europe. The Spanish 
rebels only the other day marched 
into Madrid. 


Now look at the cards: Mussolini 


is more than a mere nuisance to 
France and Great Britain. 
As a 


friend of the increasingly powerful 
Hitler, the Italian dictator sort of 
stands guard in the Mediterranean 
while Hitler marches cast. II Duce 
has succeeded in putting his own 
troops at France's back door, his 
submarines and airplanes across her 
path to North Africa.

neers from the older 
and more 


crowded 
settlements; 
and 
that, 


therefore, opportunity, as Ameri- 
cans used to understand it, is no 
longer free, but has to be arranged 
and administered by political de- 
vices in the European manner. 


I was taught that whereas once 


the 
American progressive was a 


pioneer in an undeveloped country, 
now that the continent is settled 
tnci occupied the progressive must 
be a reformer who redistributes the 
limited opportunities that have al- 
ready been developed. My impres- 
sion is that this theory misrepre- 
sents the real situation, that what 
has disappeared is not the oppor- 
tunity open to the pioneer settler 
bu» the willingness and the capacity 
that made the pioneers take advan- 
tage of the opportunity that was 
open to them. There is still no end 
of space open in America. As com- 
pared with the really settled .re- 
t;ions of Europe, there is stijl in 
An-.erica an immense amount of un- 
developed country for the pioneer 
settler. It is not the physical fron- 
tier that is closed in this genera- 
tion: but the habits of the people 
have become fixed and standard- 
ized and closed 
to the effort of 


pioneering. 
SUndard of Living 
Highest in World 


The American standard of life is, 


when it .is compared with that of 
Hie peoples of the Continent, the 
most expensive way of life ever 
reached by any people. The luxu- 
ries, the comforts, and the mechan- 
ical conveniences that are regarded 
as normal and necessary in America 
are beyocd anything that has been 
attained anywhere else. 


II has been possible to produce 


them and to maintain them because 
of the 
natural 
resources of the 


country, because for more than a 
century there has been a growing 
population 
of hard-working and 


frugal people, because there has 
been internal peace and freedom 
which fostered the division of labor, 
and because there has been avail- 
able, first out of the savings of Eu- 
rope and then out of the savings of 
America, 
a 
virtually 
unlimited 


amount of capital for investment 
America is very rich because the 
people have worked with the most 
efficient tools on the resources of 
the richest continent. 


The rising standard of life of the 


people has. of course, led the people 
to expect a continually rising stand- 
ard of life. But the pioneer is a man 
who renounces the conveniences of 
the settled community in which he 
was born, submits himself to a pe- 
riod of hard work and great incon- 
venience, in order to make for him- 
self in his cid age and for his chil- 
dren after him new opportunity in 
zn independent Irfe of his own. To- 
day, however, the conveniences of 
the existing standard of life are re- 
garded as so indispensable and so 
much a matter of course, that men 
ivho might -.vant to escape from the 
squalor and drugery of the slums 
feel unable to move unless settle- 
ments have been prepared for them 
in advance, with roads, electricity, 
gas. water, and the movies all ready 
for the modern pioneer to use. 
Xo Longer Know How 
To Be Self-Snfficicnt 


They are not only inhibited from 


finding independence because they 
expect material conveniences that 
the older pioneers never dreamed of 
requiring. They are inhibited also 
because their life in the great indus- 
trial cities is .so artificial that they 
no longer know how to do the things 
that the pioneer must do. They do 
not know how to grow their food, or 
to build thcir homes, or to take care 
of animals, or to amuse themselves 
without the entertainment provided 
by the entertainment industries, 
"But above all the pioneer spirit :s 
destroyed by the ideal implicit in 
the educational system. The physical 
plant of the schools and colleges of 
America is one of the most impres- 
sive things ia the country. 
It is a 


magnificicnt monument to 
the 


American faith in man's capacity to 
improx'C himself. But in this faith 
there is. it seems to me. a canker 
which may yet have very serious 
consequences. There is the assump- 
tion that while every one must have 
the chance to become highly edu- 
cated, no one who is highly educated 
can or should be willing to do or- 
dinary labor. 
Educatiin Most Be 
Xo Bar To Hard Work 


American education is democratic 


in :he sense that it seeks to provide 
for all equal opportunity in schools 
and colleges. But from the point of 
view of the individual pupiL Ameri- 
can education has adopted the aris- 
tocratic ideal that an educated man 
must not -work with his hands, must 


have regarded as menial. Thus we 
are running, it seems to me, into a 
dangerous contradiction: we arc at- 
tempting to educate every one and 
we arc educating every one who is 
educated out of the willingness to 
do the work that uneducated men 
used to do. 


The system succeeded as long as 


there was an annual supply of im- 
migrant peasants to do the menial 
work that thcir predecessors had 
risen out of it. 
But now that the 


country has decided, for very good 
reasons, to increase its numbers out 
of the birthrate rather than out of 
immigration, the question arises, and 
will become increasingly 
urgent, 


whether the schools can continue to 
educate everyone to the notion that 
there are onl;- certain occupations 
open to an educated man. 


If they do that, if they fail to con- 


vince their students that after re- 
ceiving an education it is not neces- 
sary to do only white-collar work, 
the great democratic 
experiment 


based on the American faith in edu- 
cation will become a very dangerous 
experiment indeed. For we shall be 
trying to operate a society without 
classes among a people educated to 
an ideal of life that descends from 
a time when society was sharply 
divided into classes.

Factory and farm will hum 
with tasks under performance. But this 
situation creates a heavy responsibility in 
the way of statesmanship. How is it to be 
financed? And particularly out of a trea- 
sury that was strained if not emptied by 
the war? Franco will not be privileged 
to go our way of wastage. There will be 
years of straight and tight living.

radio. 


The fact that

Lawrence 


regularly tc broadcasts from abroad 
means that, if the democracies of 
the world have a good case to pre- 
sent, they can eveniually count on 
the German people themselves to 
overthrow the nazi regime and re- 
place it with a government which 
will enter into a true partnership 
of peace. This was the manner in 
which the German people separat- 
ed themselves from the autocratic 
government of the kaiser in 1918. 
and it is the only method left short 
of actual war. 


The assumption that millions of 


persons must be killed in order to 
defeat the will of an arbitrary gov- 
ernment in Germany has been too 
widely accepted for the economic 
security of the world, and, as a 
consequence, 
uncertainty follows 


uncertainty, markets are demoral- 
ized, and unemployment problems 
are further than ever from solu- 
tion. 


Moral Force 


But the assumption, on the other 


hand, that the world can be rc- 


> stored to economic stability through 
a triumph of intelligence and moral 
force has been in the last several 
•weeks regarded as impossible of 
fulfillment 
because the 
German 


people — the very ones to whom 
programs of change must be ad- 
dressed — have bcrn rendered in- 
accessible by censorship of the 
press and radio. 


Today all this has been altered. 


Germany's millions of fair-minded 
human beings who hate war as 
much as do the fair-minded hu- 
man beings of other countries can 
be reached by air. 


The question will 
promptlv be 


asked, however: "What can the rest 
of the world say to the German 
people which will make them fed 
justified in throwing oft the yoke 
they now bear as the lesser of two 
evils?" 


Whatever one may think of Kerr 


Hitler's policies of brutality, and 
they cannot be too strongly con- 
demned, rnjbody with a knowledge 
of what has happened in Europe 
since the armistice, and who will 
try to lock objectively and un- 
selfishly at 
international cvcn'5.

Waited for Justice 


What the German ruler says, in 


effect, is that for !5 years the Ger- 
man people waited for justice to 
come out of d.scussions with Bri- 
tsin and France, applying the dem- 
ocratic method of reasoning, but in 
vain. He recites the vast amount of 
reparations money paid, the raw 
materials taken from Germany, the 
colonial territories seized, and the 
insistence 
that 
Germany remain 


disarmed while the allies look no 
real steps to disarm themselves.

line of argument,

there will be, arguments in refuta-

by the British and

Washington — The state depart- 


ment at last is doing something 
about permits issued for arms"ship- 
ments to Germany in violation of 
the law. 


That there was violation of the 


law was charged in this column, 
and subsequently by members of 
Congress in May of last year. It 
was pointed out that Article 170 
of the 1921 Treaty of Peace with 
Germany provides that "importa- 
tion into Germany of arms, muni- 
tions and war materials of every 
kind shall be strictly prohibited." 


Secretary Hull took issue with 


this charge, and at a press confer- 
ence suggested to the Merry-Go- 
Round authors that they "study 
further the legal aspects of the 
question". He insisted that as Ger- 
many was importing the arms, she 
and not the United States was 
breaking the law. 


A month later, after the matter 


had become a national issue and 
was being debated by authorities 
on international law, this column 
addressed a letter to Mr. Hull, sug- 
gesting that he ask the Attorney 
General for an opinion on 
the 


legality 
of 
licensing arms ship- 


ments to Germany. 


Mr. Hull made no reply. But 


now — ten months later — comes 
a complete reversal. The State De- 
partment has secretly asked the 
Attorney General for an opinion. 


In the intervening ten months 


there have been 
a number of 


world-shaking crises in Europe— 
Sudetenland. the 
swallowing of 


Czechoslovakia, Memel, and 
the 


fall of Loyalist Spain. The State 
Department has issued two seeth- 
ing attacks against Hitler's rapac- 
ious policies. But on the all-impor- 
tant question of arms shipments to 
Nazi Germany, the 
Department 


said and did nothing. 


The Bureau of Munitions Control 


continued to issue licenses to Unit- 
ed States manufacturers to export 
war materials to Germany.

Washington—A fascinating study in contrasts is to be found in those 


two chief rivals for the 1940 Democratic nomination—Garner and Farley. 


Garner came up the easy way. Hearst lugged him Into the presidential 


picture in 1932 and got him the California delegation. The Texas delega- 
tion naturally fell into his lap. At the Chicago convention, Roosevelt 


needed Garner's two delegations to win. So Garner 
was paid the price—the vice-presidential nomination.. 
He took practically no part in the campaign. He made 
one appearance with Roosevelt at Topeka and made 
one radio campaign speech at New York, in both in- 
stances only under strong pressure from the Roose- 
velt management Garner played it safe by running 
not only for vice-president but for his old Texas seat 
in congress. Elected to both jobs simultaneously, he 
resigned the seat in congress. 
In the 1936 reelection campaign. Garner was equal- 


ly inactive, reposing throughout most of the campaign 
in quiet solitude at Uvalde, Tex.; while Roosevelt 
stumped the country. 
Farley came up the hard way. He organized Roose- 


velt's drive lor the nomination beginning in 1931. 


Raymond Clapper managed the two presidential campaigns and carried 
on as chairman of the Democratic national committee throughout the 
whole period. This is the most grueling kind of work. It involves inces- 
sant travelling, conferring, fixing up situations, unbelievable demands 
upon time, physical energy and patience. Only one possessed,with a pas- 
sion for the racket as Farley is. would take the punishment.

Culbertson, opens 


with one no trump. East should re- 
spond three hearts." 


Regardless of the bidding, how- 


ever, the West player was in- 
structed to consider himself declar- 
er at a contract of four hearts and 
North was directed to open the jack 
of diamonds. The "par" in connec- 
tion with this hand affected only 
the North-South players who, of 
course, were the defenders. It was 
pointed out that South had the op- 
portunity to make a splendid defen- 
sive play on the very first trick. 
This involved the refusal to put up 
the diamond ace, even though there 
was a singleton diamond exposed 
in dummy. I thoroughly approve 
this line of defense. From South's 
point of view it should be a win- 
ning play to duck the first dia- 
mond. Admittedly a diamond trick 
will be lost, but inasmuch as West 
is marked with the king and queen 
at diamonds it is very likely that 
two club tricks will be salvaged by 
the defenders in exchange for the 
one trick they have conceded.

flands! That is the number of the 
Philippine?. Most of them are so 
mall and bare that no people live 
on them, but 2.441 have been given 
name?. 


A few of the islands are of good \ 
ize, and all of them together would 
make a mass of land one and a half 
times a? large as Great Britain. The 
population ;s about 13,000,000 by 
latest census estimate. 


The people of the Philippines are 


m o s t l y brown-skinned M a l a y s 
whose 
ancestors 
came from the 


mainland of Asia. One large island 
is only 210 miles from the coast of 
China, and thousands of Chinese | 
have mixed with the natives as I 
traders and settlers. 


The general name, for the natives 


is "Filipinos," but some groups have 
special names. 


The Moros might be called the 


'bad boys" of the Philippines. They 
have stirred up trouble of one kind 
or another for centuries. In olden 
days they were fond of sailing to 
nearby islands to make sudden at- 
tacks, and carry away prisoners as 
slaves. They have tried this sort of j 
thing in modern times, but white | 
soldiers have held them in place i 
fairly well. 


Another reason for trouble has 


been religion. The Moros are Mo- j 
hammedans, and do not get along ! 
well with the Christian Filipinos. 


Living on a number of the south- 


er island?, the Moros have kept 
many of their old. strange customs. 
If you were to attend a wedding in 
a Moro -village, you probably would 
not think the bride very beautiful. 
She would have her face painted a 
chalky white, and this would large- 
ly spoil whatever beauty " Nature 
might have given her. Very likely 
the would -wear false fingernails, 
made of silver, and perhaps two 
inches long. 


The Moro bride stands with her 


back toward the groom when the 
wedding starts. Then sha lets him 
slowly, but surely, win her favor. 


Many Moro villages are built over 


ihe water, the houses standing on 
stilts. Bamboo bridges join the vil- 
lages with the shore. 


Chiefs of the 
Moro tribes 
are 


known as "dates." They, and a few 
other leading men, are the only 
ones who are allowed to let mus- 
taches grow. 


One bad custom .of the Moros is 


known as "juramentado." We may 
translate it as "running wild." A 
man suddenly decides he is going to 
die killing Christians. Ke shaves 
off his eyebrows, dresses in red or 
•white clothing, and goes to a Mo- 
hammedan priest to take an oath. 
Then he runs to a village of Chris- 
tian Filipinos, and strikes with a 
long knife at all in his path. Deeds 
of this sort have been nearly end- 
ed by laws which punish any priest 
who gives the oath.
